A loss of the ability to hear may be due to any 
ne of several causes, but the most common 
cause is no doubt a catarrhal state of the nose 
and throat, and when this is the real cause, the 
hearing will often improve as soon as the 
catarrh is treated and disposed of. 

The treatment for most cases of deafness is 
therefore the same as the treatment for chronic 
catarrh, Close questioning of the patients who 
complain of defective hearing will usually dis- 
close that they have been sufferers from catarrh 
for years and to such patients I explain the 
benefit of the fasting method when used in the 
treatment of catarrhal conditions and suggest 
that their hearing may possibly be regained by 
making use of the fast. 

While there are certain local treatments 
given to the ears and to the Eustachian tubes 
leading to them, which may be of benefit, I find 
that lasting improvement depends chiefly upon 
constitutional treatment which removes the basic 
of the catarrhal state. In treating catarrh, 
llowing factors should be borne in mind: 
ere is nearly always present some de- 
rangement of the digestive system and conges- 
tion of the membrane lining the nose and throat; 
second, the patient usually has a tendency to- 
ward a torpid liver; and third, the circulation is 
frequently poor. These conditions must be cor- | 
rected to bring about any lasting relief insofar | 
as the catarrh is concerned.

out of blankets,
